THis ingenious and diligent Helvetian <, as a fair 
inftance what humane induftry may effedt, it fixt 
and refolv'd , hath already delineated above twenty 
thoufand different and ancient Coynes, which is a very 
confiderable part of the forts referved in the Cabinets 
of the Princes of Europe , and alfoe an admirable ad- 
vantage to the Philologift. 

This Specimen divides into fourteen Tables , as into 
lo many curiolities , and is prefac't with the jult com- 
mendation oftheDefigu , and with a fhort account of 
the more famous Collectors of fuch Antiquity. Amonglt 
thefe ,'fince the reitoring of Good learning to Europe, 
none deferves more honour then Hubertus Golt^ius ; 
who,befides the Coynes of AuguCtus and others already 
publilhed, had drawne ofFmoff, of t]ie Imperiall , vet pre- 
ferv'dinthe hands or the worthy Councellour Cbiflete. 
Occo indeed , and flnce him the very illultrious Count 
de Bit agues , have given the world the writing and Mot- 
to's of faverall thoufands of old Coynes , yet without 
their figures , devifes , and moduis. Here alfoe the can- 
did Morelliuslargelyacknowledges the favours and fup- 
ply of Do£tor Charles Patin , the beftdeferving in that 
precious Art of all men now living ,- and after a due 
admiration of the vaft ftore of ancient money and me- 
dails in the clofets of the moftChriftian King, and in 
feverall noble cabinets at Paris , he diftributes the whole 
ftock into thefe parts or Tomes. 1. The Coynes of 
Cities and Kings , before the times of the Caefars , or 
at leaft without reference to them. 2. The Confular 
Coynes. 3. Thofe of the Roman Emperours. 4. The 
Coynes of the Hebrews , Phoenicians , Moors , Parthians , 
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Arabes , Spaniards , Gothes, and others, which either 
want infcriptions, or are not ealy to be interpreted. 

Now the fenes of Coynes of the Roman Emperours, 
partly (-reek and partly Latiae, defcends from Julius 
Cscfar to Heraclius ? for after that valiant, though un- 
fortunate Prince , Barbarity invaded the Mint as well 
as the Empire. O: thefe, the Latine are placed , as 
much aspoffible, according to order of time. Becaufe 
after Gallicnus , it is very difficult to adjuft the money 
to the years, although Occo hath attempted it. But 
as to the Greek Infcript'ons of the fame Emperors, which 
are indeed the greater number , it is molt convenient 
to place them according to the Alphabete of the Ckyes 
that coyn'd them ; not neglecting the Chronological 
defcent, where it is certain. Yet if the order obferv'd 
for his private ufe may better pleafe the skill'd, he is 
ready to follow it in the general work. It is this. i. The 
Coynes of the grea'teft fizc. 2. The Greek after the Al- 
phabet of the feveral Cities. 3. The Greek bearing 
the annual Date. 4. Infcriptions Military, Hiftorical 
and Provincial. 5-. Titles. 6. Deities. 7. Virtues , At- 
tributes, and Acts. 8. TribunefhipsandConfuiates. The 
Metal, Module, Rarity, and Cabinet, is noted upon 
each Coyne: and every Copper Plate contains i? fuch 
Coynes: the Geography, Chronology, and Explanation 
reqmfite to this large Atcheivement being added to each 
Plate. Thus the Preface. ■ ■ . , , | 

The firft Table reprefents three! medails of the greater 
flze. Whereof the firft is the Type of the Community 
of the XIII Cities of Rhodes in honour of the Emperor 
T. iElius Hadrianus Antofinus Pius, while Claudius 
Fronto wasPrytanisor Major of Rhodes, JJronba and 
Pontife: bearing in Reverfe the Flambeaux of Ceres 
drawn by a pair of Dragons, futabie to Ophiufa the more 
ancient name of that liland. The next large Coyne 
{hews the laureate Crown oi Marcus Antoninus., and on 
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the contrary part the Muficai Orpheus with his charm'd 
Brutes. The third oppofestothe head of M. Commo- 
dus Antoninus, as theconfequent and merit of his vi- 
ctories, the harp or Apollo Palatinus. 

The fecond Table hkewife gives three large meclails : 
the firftfuppos'd of Caracalla or Elagabalusamongit the 
baler Antonines, though perhaps iomewhat eldev, with 
this fpecial Reverie , w^™ ( Mrm *•*«"** •nisdius mum^ • where 
alio the Emperor Hands in devotion before Diana Poly- 
manna of the Ephefians. The fecond fliews us Probus 
arm'd Capapee , and on the other fide Adlocutio Au- 
gufti, four Barbarian Princes kneeling below his fugge- 
itum. 

In the laft of this Table we have the curl'd head of the 
Platonic Philolopher Apuleius, in aMedail turn'd like 
our Mill d-money : on the backfide is a Souldier entring 
a porch adorned with three human heads, I believe the 
Temple of MercuriusTrifmegiftus. SuchPhilofophical 
Medails are by the ftudious referrd to the time of Ho- 
norius, not higher. 

The third Table affords a golden Coyne ofGailicnus 
with the vain Reverie Deo Augufto: with a- type Divo 
Trajano Patri, Father of the Emperor of the fame name, 
and well known in the Jewifti wars. An hiftory of the 
Trajans we may expect from the admirable Foy-Vail- 
lant, who lately published the feries of the Syro-Gra> 
cian Kings from their Covnes. Next the Community 
of Alia, under Cleo Praetor of Sardes, reprefents thea- 
dopted brothers Drulus and Germanicus, or.e with the 
Armes of an Augur, the other with thole of a Pontile. 

The next Table Ihews us the height of the Gentile 
madnefs in the Title Deo Jugujto round the laureate h- ad 
of Octavius. So in Divus Pater Trajanus, a perlbn well. 
known in the Jewifh war. The following Coyne bears 
the two adopted brothers Drulus and Germanicus with- 
the Instruments of Augur and Pontife, and on the Re- 
verse 
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verfe the Dedication by the Sardians under Cleo their 
Prieft and in the name of the Afian Community. Then 
two rare and elegant ftamps, one of Marciana Trajans 
filter, reverfed with Maltedia bleffingher two Daugh- 
ters and not v/ell reprefented by Triftan, otherwife the 
ornament of this Learning : the other of Titiana wife to 
Pertinax, having on the 1 farther fide Viclory with JL. A. 
or thefirft year of that Emperor, who reign d but four 
Months. 

The fourth Table begins with a Coyne of the 2 Phi- 
lips, father and (on, and on the averfe part Otaciliafe- 
vera, fuppos'd aChriftian Lady. And after reprefents 
Trajanus Decius with Herennia Etrufcilla , non Saint: 
Orbiana* Emprefs and their fons, Etrufcus and Hoftilian. 
The faces of the next Medail are Aur. Commodus Anto- 
ninus, and the parent of Greek Literature omhpos nikat- 
nN, feated on his Parnaffus, and thus honored by the 
Bithynians. The like is done under the fame Emperor 
by the Samians for their excellent Pythagoras, point- 
ing in the Coyne to the Celeftial Globe mounted on a 
Column. Then wehave Hero an&Leander of the Aby- 
denes from the Cabinet of Cardinal Maximus; and laft- 
!y from the Treafure of the French King, the EdefTene 
Governour Abgarus fan^s (dya< infome Medails, {land- 
ing and offering the image of Victory, and thereby the 
Parthian fubmiffion, to one of the Gordians fitting on 
his Emperial Throne. For the Roman Empire con- 
firmed of free Cities, Provinces j and dependent King- 
domes. 

The next Table commences with Trajane , in the L. 
IE. or fifteenth year of hit Empire faluted by Alexan- 
dria bearing (ufuallyji her Elephantine head-peice , 
and two eares of Corne, noting the Frnmentum Alex- 
andrinum. Next you have from the Palace ofthepre- 
fent Emperor Leopold three horfmen with Adventus 
Auguftorum, relating to the third Confulihip of Severus 

at 



at the end of the Parthian war. Then followes a moft 
fpecions Coyne of Fauftina , wife of the Pious Antonine , 
coniecrated and drawn ex Senatufconfulto by, a cou- 
ple of Elephants, /igainft the head o{ Antoninus Cara- 
talli Jr. P. vn. is expreft from a Coyne of the rnoit 
C'riftian King , the Triumphal Arche of Severus and 
Caracalla , lo induftriously defcrib'd from the original 
ftructure by Benhinm and Bartolus. Paffing by Gailie- 
na's Vow Jovi Viilori , and Probus his reverie Origini 
Aug. with the Wolfe and firft pair of Romans : ail Eagle 
rounded with a*iep»q.2is mews the confecration of blos 
kaT'os sebaxtos , in a Coyne of Mr. Warner of Berne. 
This Table ends with the Felix Proceffm Confulatus vi. 
of the great Conftantine , a rare monument in the hands 
of the Sieur de Monieux. 

Thefixt p'ate begins with TrajanesxiTHP ths noAEns, 
meaning the monument of his Dacic Victory, the Nicopo- 
lis with her towring head on the Averfe. And is fuccee- 
ded of Julia pia Augufla , or Julia Domna , mother of the 
Emperors , mother of the Senate and of the Country. 

I omit the arrogant orundeferv'd titles of Valerian 
and Gallien , as ]{cfli tut or generis humani & conf'ervator 
pietatts : as alio Vefpalian's Adfertor libertatls publics 3 
within an Qken-wreath : to hatter? to the Golden metlail 
of the moft noble Conftantine inferib'd Sains e? Spes 7{ci~ 
publico; , ftampt at Heraclea , and weighing fix ordinary 
Aurei of the fame Emperour. This we owe to the Caela- 
rean Treafurie at Vienna. 

In the f eve nth we have Nero's Jupiter Olympius , Nero's 
Jupiter Liberator C. P. i. e. Colonise Patrenfis , Trajans z-^ f 
(fihfjy ftampt at Pergamus , and Domitians Reverfc with 
the Eagle and thunder &/?,? i/«.u. Then againft the head 
of Titus Vefpafianus , that of the Alexandrian Scrapis 
cum modioio , dated L. T. or the third year of Titus. 
Of the Deity, fo propitious to Vefpafian, Moreilius will 
give the public in his Great wor,{ fourelcore different. 

Ectvpcs, 
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Ectypes. Considerable are the JpolloSanclw of Pefcen- 
ninus Niger , and the &4e y-k-.t^q? of the Nicseans , 
near of km to iEfculapius, in a Philofophical habit, 
behind the head of Antoninus Pius . and iaitiy the Bonus 
Genius of Galcrius Maximinus , ftampt at Alexandria 
with the enfign's of plenty and a moon crefcent. 

The eighth Table expofes the Erculcs , or Hercules 
Viclor ofiEmilian, Nero's Hercules Jugupis from his 
Colonia Patrcnfis, the two Poftumi their Libyan Hercules 
with Antaeus, and Erymantian with the bore : then againft 
the head of Aurelius Verus,the ferpent Glyco,the devife of 
the falle Prophet Alexander , magnify 'd by the Paphla- 
gonians, especially at Jonopolis , that is Abonopolis, 
and fufficiently derided by Lucjan the Sophiite. Befides 
thefe , the b«a» m<ximv&» with a female towring head, 
the figure of Moneta with her fcales and cornucopia , 
circumfcrib'd with Metalli Ulpiani Pannonici, which 
mines are yet valuable to the Roman Emperour. And, 
to conclude, the Victoria Carpica , not Cardica of Philip. 

The \ x. plate containes Nero's Diana Laphrta or vena- 
trix with her bowe , Diana Leucophry's Polymanna of the 
MagneOans in honour of Hadrian,a very beautiful figure 
of'Hf* apyuu with Neros head on the front, the Nemcfis of 
Tianum with a wheele at her feet , an excellent Ectype of 
the Temple of Venus Paphia amongft theSardians, and 
on the back of Salonina an infeription and Itatue Beneri 
genetrici , as in ancient Coynes occurs. Jubentus , Bolca- 
nus , Renobatus , Bixit , &c. This de'ty Julius Caefar ho- 
nour'd with a Breaftp'ate made with Hrittifli Pearls. 
Then Hifpania with a rabbet at her feet ( Sapban in He- 
brew : whence the Learned Bochart derives the name of 
the Country) (la mpt in the fecondConlulate of Antoninus 
Puis , and at laft in honour of Maximum , Qaudete j\q- 
mani. Sic xx.' fie xxx. upon the 'Tricennalia of the prince. 

The tenth Table fir/t honours Auguftus Caefar with 
CEBACTOS KI1CTHS of the -Niconolitans , ■■• bofe 
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cnfigne was the head of the Calcydonian bore ; and alio 
with a itampe at Mylafa ww*timt& ify* , referring to the 
itorys of Labienus reported by Strabo libxiv Then we 
have two Coynes of Callicnus embellih'd with the dignity 
of Stda metropolis of Paraph ylia : and againft the head of 
Aur- Antoninus Sagalajjus of the Lacedaemonians , Plenty 
crowning that Emperor: and on the reverie of Gordian', Se- 
leucia ad Calycadnum libera , a fair Greek Coyn amongft 
the many of the French King. 

The x i . Table begins with a Greek Coyn of Antoninus 
Pius n. n. reverfed with the image of Tarfus metropolis ofO- 
iiaa, holding ears ofcorneinher right hand, and treading 
upon the riverCydnus.The next exprefles Commoduf s Laodt- 
«<»,thc rivers Lycus and Caprus running beneath: then Seve- 
rus his Diana of the Efbefiam , befet with the waters Of Gayjhr 
and Cenchrius, amongft: the rarityes of the famous Patm. 
and averfe from Julta Domna , the river Rhodms of the Darda- 

nu ; and alio in another Coyn of the fame Lady , Sagarts of 

the Nuxans , and oppollte to Geta , Scamander of the Hienfes. And 

concludes with a Coyn of Hadrian , whole reverfe mews 
Adarjyas Cibotus Afamenpum : near which part ol Phrygia ibme 
will have Noahs Arke to reft , as the learned Eafcotierius 
in his dilcours de Nummo Apamenfi. 

In the xii. Table, behind a cut of Trajan is W m «&'o~ 
t4roia. L K- or in the io. year of his Empire. Then a copper 
Coyn of Otho with &<£3«p«« > bearing a cap on her head and a 
garland in her hand. A medail of Antoninus Pius with the iE- 
gyptian i»%m , holding corne in her apron , and leaning up- 
on a Sphinx, ftampt L B- Next Hadrians Form*,., Spa cos. 
in. upon the adoption of iElius Caefar. And alio Q/mmodi 
ntagnificentia ; and yet higher j The world is happy tn (Sommodus , 
lay the Nica;ans , w^« <M<nh&«rt<& h kIt[*& ^m-^. To this, an 
excellent Coyn of Caracalla, rcverfd with the four boy es for 
the feafons of the year, &w/J*s wt°'' , bearing the fiowcrbafket 
of the fpring, the "fickle of iumracr , the grapes and hires of 
autumne,and the clofegarment of winter. And in the sd.Con- 
fulate of Hadrian, a golden Coyn with Jupiter in a circle,bea- 
ring a bird or Phoenix on a globe, and underneath SecuL jurea. 

The xiii and xiv Tables contein feveral ancient Games » 
as the Afckpm , Sotma , Jjthmta and I'yihia of Caracal la at Ancyra. 
Then Comtmdiana of the N casans : and Scvmana of thePerin- 
thians and the Philadelphia of the fame- Next Sewriam and

g ded , might be again printed in Latin, which for 

•*"- fome reafons I {uttered -, and put it into the hands or. 

one to do it , who had performed it better, but that 

fcknefs prevented him in the Task. 

Having yielded that, 1 was willing to print with it a 
fecond Edition of the Appendix to the Hijfory of Englijb 
Animals, having fome few things with two Plates oi fi- 
gures to add, which arc new, befides amendments. 

Alfo not knowing, but I might be prevented my felf 
either with hcknefs, or othcrwiie, I did permit the fame 
Stationer to print off 4 Plates more, which I had by 
me, very exquifitly defigncd, of the Beetles of England; 
and having not the Ici lure to tranferibe and per feci: the 
'Trail to which they belonged, 1 did neither number, 
nor explain them, and therefore I call them Mute Ta- 
bles : yet I am defirous thereby to incouragc, and re- 
commend even bare and naked de/igns oi' the things of 
Nature; that fuch pcrfons as are wealthy and much at 
leifure, and are only willing to pleafe themfelves with 
elegancy of Piilurc, may do good to pofterity, in feeing 
that parr of Natural Hijlory well performed, which o- 
thcrwife isfcarce in the power of private men; whole 
induitry and ffcudies arc very often at a lofsfor want 
o!' that neceffary help; which if well done, might be by 
them referred too. 

In the Appendix, befides the additions, the whole ge- 
nits ol r Hujculi. piviatiles is new ciefcribed with more ex- 
adtnefs. 

Alio the Violas kind (that is, a certain fort o'zjhel-fijh) 
fait inclofcd , and that naturally, infubmarine Rock's 
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is much inlarged , and the Animals themfclves are figur- 
ed in (brae or them: by which a great objection is an- 
ivvercil, of" thole who aflert ^equivocal generation, for 
that thefcare inclofed in the Rock, every one in a An- 
gle hole of its own making, lb that it was difficult to 
imagine how they could copulate ; but by the figure we 
are ea fed of this doubt, for each Animal hath a long bo- 
die naturally exerted and extendable to a great length, 
as may be feen if they are put alive into water ; fo'that 
we may well imagine, they couple not unlike earth- 
veorms, which come out of the ground for that purpofe, 
and extend as much of their body as is neceflary to 
niectaM^f,- which if it happen to be near., their bo- 
dies are moft within the ground, if farthar diftant, they 
are accordingly extended. 

And after this manner we muft think of the Sohn kind; 
which are a/ortofmell-fifh deep bedded in fand, as the 
other is in the Rock: thefe, I fay, rife up at certain fea- 
{ons, and by the like body extended, copulate.
